A person is ushered into a crowded, carpeted office on the 


third floor of the County-City Building, escorted by a deputy 
sheriff, and told to take a seat facing three men. 


One of the three intones, "You have been brought here 


today because we have been told you have some serious 
problems and we are here to see whether we can help you." 


The man speaking is either attorney Robert Camp, 


pyschiatrist Dr. Robert Osborne or Lancaster District Court 
Clerk Otis Nelson — the three men who currently comprise 
the Lancaster County Board of Mental Helath. 


The scene in Nelson's office is repeated hundreds of times 


a year. 


And it could happen to you. 


Swear Out Affidavit 


Under Nebraska's involuntary commitment law, anyone 


can swear out an affidavit charging that you are mentally ill. 
The affidavit leads to a hearing to determine whether you are 
and whether you should be involuntarily committed for 
further tests and observation. 


If a person can talk Nelson into it, he will issue a warrant 


and deputy sheriffs will pick you up and take you the Regional 
Center, a hospital or sometimes jail to be held until the 
hearing. This aspect of commitment proceedings has had its 
victims. 


David Haas has been held on mental health warrants twice 


in the last 10 months. Both hearings resulted in his release. 


The first incident occurred last January after police 


picked him up for trespassing. Mass said he "raised as much 
hell as I could" to make a phone call. 


Held Five Days 


Instead of allowing him a call, he said, police took him to 


the Regional Center, where he was held for five days until the 
hearing. Police say the case is "unusual." 


Haas was arrested again on a mental health warrant on 


Oct. 12 and held for more than 80 hours in jail until the 
hearing. 


Osborne said he and Camp feel that complaint against 


Haas, made by Police Inspector Robert Butcher, was an 
attempt to get him off the streets during President Gerald 
Ford's visit to Lincoln. Haas' hearing was held and he was 
released before Ford's Oct. 16 stopover. It is standard security 
practice to check out some people prior to a presidential visit. 
Why Haas was "checked out" wasn't listed, but an FBI agent 
testified at the warrant hearing. . 


At least two court suits have been filed recently in similar 


cases. Neither case was heard. One woman decided to drop 
her case and the other suit was dismissed on the grounds other 
remedies should be pursued before the case could be heard in 
federal court. 


Fake Affidavit Olegil 


The case, however, resulted in legislation making it a 


criminal offense to maliciously swear out an affidavit that 
someone is mentally ill, knowing the charge is false. 


The legislation prevents the occasional case where spouses 


try to commit their partners during marital difficulties, where 
children might try to end the burden of caring for elderly 
parents, or where the process is used to harass persons. 


Since 1972, 679 hearings have been held. Records show 


that }n 525 cases, Nelson issued warrants at least one day 
before the hearing. In the remaining 154 cases Nelson issued 
the warrant the day of the bearing or did not issue a warrant. 


The totals, however, do not necessarily mean that deputy 


sheriffs go out and pick up people at work or at home and hold 
them for 24 hours or more before the bearing, Nelson said. 


That occurs in only 25 to 35% of the cases, Nelson said. 


While he often issues a warrant the day before, he said, the 
person is not picked up until the morning of the hearing. 
Issuing the warrant the day before, be said, eliminates a last 
minute rush before the 9 a.m. hearings on Tuesday and Friday. 


The pick-up and holding practice is the most criticized ele- 


ment of the commitment procedures. But others are unhappy 
with the entire process. 


The Nebraska Civil Liberties Union is recommending that 


the mental health board bearing be turned into a judicial 
proceeding. The NCLU is also urging that the accused be 
given sufficient notice of the bearing and insuring a person the 
right to confer with an attorney before the bearing. 


Weak RepreMBtatiMi 


In Lancaster County, most people are represented by a 


public defender, who usually meets the individual the morning 
of the hearing. According to one defender, the arrangement 
permits him to do little but observe that the bearing is con- 
ducted legally. 


A person may be represented by a private attorney. But if 


the accused cannot reach his attorney before tbehearing 
ins case will be postponed. If the person is being held on a 
warrant be remains in custody.

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Coal Strike Chances Grow 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Coal industry labor 


negotiations broke off temporarily Sunday and 
United Mine Workers President Arnold Miller 
said it was doubtful a strike could be avoided 
next week. 


However, the union chief said there was still 


a slim possibility of reaching an agreement 
that could be ratified in time to prevent a 
walkout. 


Miller said he was sending his 38-member 


bargaining council home because the industry 
failed to respond to the union's wage and 
benefit demands. 


'Onus On Operators' 


"Hie onus is on the operators," he told 


newsmen. "The next 24 to 48 hours are rather 
critical." 


Miller led his bargaining team from the 


negotiations and said another meeting had not 
been scheduled with the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association. 


He said the union and the mine owners were 


only five or six percentage points "of being 
together" on the money package. But, he 
added, "I made it plain we need their 
response on the economic package now." 


Too Many Issues 


Chief industry negotiator Guy Farmer said 


he was hopeful of reaching an agreement Sun- 
day but there were just too many issues to 
resolve. 


"We made a great deal of progress and in a 


short time — in a day or so — we could reach 
an agreement," he said. Farmer said that the 


operators had not responded to the union's 
revised economic proposals becuse they 
wanted to first resolve the noneconomic issues 
which deal wkh, among other things, 
grievance procedures. • ~ 


To underscore the gravity of the situation, 


President Ford's chief labor troubleshooter, 
W. J. Usery Jr., came over to the Hay-Adams 
Hotel to meet with the two sides. 


The union bargaining council, which has 


been standing by since Thursday, would first 
have to vote on any tentative contract settle- 
ment before it is submitted to the union 
membership for ratification. 


Time Getting Short 


Every delay in the negotiations leaves less 


time that a tentative settlement could be 


ratified before the UMW contract with the 
coal industry expires Nov. 12. Union 
spokesmen say it takes about 10 days to ratify 
a contract. 


Earlier, UMW Secretaiy-Treasurer Harry 


Patrick accused the mine owners of "utter 
contempt" in the negotiations and said: "At 
this point there is no way to avert a coal 
strike." 


The negotiations resumed at 11 a.m. EST 


Sunday. Usery met privately early Sunday 
with Miller and Fanner to get a rundown on 
the talks. 


Strike preparations have been underway in 


the coal fields for several weeks and some of- 
ficials on both sides believe a strike is un- 
avoidable. 


State Democrats Vie 
For Political 
Parity

Nebraska Democrats will make a bid 


for political parity Tuesday in an election 
year plagued by national economic woes. 


They now hold but one of six statewide 


partisan posts (the governorship) and 
none of Nebraska's five congressional 
delegation seats. 


When Tuesday's balloting is completejd, 


they hope to take advantage of increased 
financial, organizational and voter 
registration strength to make inroads on 
traditional Republican strongholds and 
chalk up their greatest gains since 1958. 


Sixteen years ago, in the midst of 


economic recession, Democrats won two 
congressional seats and two Statehouse 
posts, including the governorship. 


Incwnbents' Advantage 


Republicans hope to cash in on the ad- 


vantages of incumbency in most of 
Tuesday's contests to maintain their 
usual dominancy. 


Voter registration totals also favor the 


GOP, but the party has been plagued by 
unusual financial difficulties, partly stem- 
ming from national Republican 
problems. 


In the end, the individual voter will 


have more power than usual to determine 
the winners — since Tuesday's vote is 
expected to be skimpy. 


In a smaller than usual voter turnout, 


the candidate who lures his supporters to 
the polls has a particularly good chance of 
victory. * 


This will be Nebraska's first election in 


which the governor and lieutenant gover- 
nor are elected as a partisan team — un- 
less voters choose to name independent 
petition candidate Ernest Chambers as 
governor. Chambers has no running 
mate. 


The Democratic team of Gov. J. James 


Exon and Gerald Whelan have been the 
pollster's choice from the beginning. 


Charges Came Late 


But Republican nominees Richard 


Marvel and Anne Batchelder have con- 
•cemrated most of their fire on Exon ad- 
ministration leases and contracts since 
the polls were taken. The effect of that 
frontal assault will not be measured until 
Tuesday's balloting. 


Among the other four statewide par- 


tisan contests, the premier battle is the 
clash between former Democratic Gov. 
Frank Morrison and Lancaster County, 
Attorney Paul Douglas for the office of 
attorney general! 


All three'congressional contests have 


featured full-scale campaigns for a 
change. " 


Incumbent Republican Congressmen 


Charles Thone and John MeCollister face 
Democratic nominees Hess Dyas and Dan 
Lynch in eastern Nebraska's two dis- 
tricts. 


Out west, Democratic nominee Wayne 


Ziebarth and Republican nominee Mrs. 
Haven Smith are scrapping for the Third 
District seat now held by retiring 
Republican Rep. Dave Martin. 


Other Contests 


Other contests include two partisan 


races for seats on the Public Service Com- 
mission, four non-partisan contests for 
posts on the State Board of Education 
and two non-partisan clashes for seats on 
the University of Nebraska Board of 
Regents." 


Twenty-four legislative seats will be 


filled in Tuesday's balloting. 


But the voting which may have the 


greatest long-term effect on Nebraskans 
does not involve any candidate at all. 


The decision on whether to retain or 


repeal the 1974 state school aid law wil 
affect tax and'education policy for 
decades.

Nixon Off Critical List 


LONG BEACH, Calif., (AP) - Former 


President Richard M. Nixon was taken 
off the critical list Sunday for the first 
time in six days. He continued to show in- 
creased strength since a brush with death 
brought on by post-operative com- 
plications. 


"It's his best morning since bospitaliza- 


tion began," Nixon's physician, Dr. John 
C. Lungren, said in his daily medical 
bulletin. 


Lungren said through hospital 


spokesman typrman Nager that the 61- 
year-old former chief executive began a 
soft food diet, including custard and 
vegetables, and would sit up later Sunday 
for the first time since entering the 
hospital for treatment of phlebitis Oct. 
23. 


Nixon had been fed intravenously 


during the critical period, until Saturday 
when he was first allowed to take con- 
somme and gelatin. 


Lungren said Nixon was now in "sub- 


intensive care,''which he described as "a 
step down from critical care" The next 
less serious condition would be 


"intermediate care" but there was no in- 
dication when Nixon might be put in that 
category. 


Nixon slept at intervals Saturday night, 


Lungren said. He described his patient's 
vital signs as normal. 


Lungren said the blood dot in Nixon's 


left leg, which forced urgent surgery last 
Tuesday morning, had not enlarged." The 
doctor said Saturday that internal 
bleeding near Nixon's abdomen had been 
stopped and the former president had 
received no blood transfusions since 
Thursday. 


Connie Hamilton, director of critical 


care nursing at Memorial Hospital 
Medical Center, described Nixon as 
"physically quite ill" during a briefing to 
newsmen on a change in the nursing 
arrangement for Nixon. 


She said that two nurses had been in 


Nixon's room on the unopened top floor 
at all times during the critical period, but 
now there would be one nuree in the 
room. A backup nurse will remain on the 
top floor.

Federal Highway Administrator 
Norbert T. Tiemann threatened 
to shut off federal road funds. 


The tourist signs pointed the 


way to such spots as Stuhr 
Museum at Grand Island and 
Buffalo Bill's ranch at North 
Platte. 


"I see signs like Nebraska had 


and worse all over the county," 
Otte said, "and I wonder why 
they are allowed to do this when 
Nebraska is not" 


Sign Is Legal 


Surprisingly, the type of sign 


Otte photographed is legal along 
Interstate highways. 


Ekkm Orth, a traffic engineer 


for the State Department of 
Roads, said two types of tourist 
information signs are allowed: 
"specific motorist service infor-

"It's an option with the state." 


Orth said, noting that the signs 
involving logos are "more of a 
problem" and more expensive. 
"Where we have two signs.

Organization to represent die 900,000

Inflation and the unstable world economic 


situation have created a financial nightmare for 
the world body, whose budget for this year was 
set at almost $257 million. The United States pays 
about one-third of the cost of running the 138- 
member U.N. 


According to a 13-nation group which studied 


U.N. finances, inflation and changes in the value 
of currencies this year will add almost $79 million 
to the cost of running the U.N. and eight of its 


agencies, most of which ire based in Western 
Europe. 


Because the U.S. xtollar is the common 


currency for U.N. dealings and the fact that the 
headquarters is in New York, numerous critics of 
America want the U.S. to make up the extra costs 
caused by inflation and currency changes. 


Some members of the study group suggested

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
Police blamed a careless smoker 
Sunday for a hotel fire that killed 
88 persons, most of whom were 
trapped inside a discotheque. A 
survivor said the club’s 
employes locked the only exit, 
apparently to make sure the 
customers paid their bills. 
It was Seoul’s fifth major hotel 
fire in less than three years, the 
second in three weeks and the 
second in the Brown Hotel in 
just over two years. 
The blaze destroyed the 
hotel’s sixth floor, where police 
found 65 bodies in the nightclub. 
They said they were looking for 
the patron who started the fire 
by carelessly disposing of a 
cigarette butt in his sixth-floor 
room. 
Police also were investigating 
the report by a 24-year-old 
Korean woman that nightclub 
employes locked the door, trap­ 
ping an estimated 200 young 
guests. 
She said the door was locked 
as the fire broke out shortly 
before 3 a.m., almost an hour 
after the nightclub was required 
by law to close, apparently to 
keep the patrons inside until 
tabs were paid. 
Customers finally broke down 
the door after some time and 
stampeded from the flames and 
smoke through a narrow cor­ 
ridor, darkened because the fire 
had knocked out the electricity, 
she said. 
Another survivor, a 26-year- 
old man, said he and about 50 
others escaped through a ventila­ 
tion shaft in the nightclub wall. 
A hotel employe said a Korean 
woman in a nightgown ran out of 
a room on the sixth floor 
shouting “fire” at about 2:50 
a.m. He said he tried un­ 
successfully with a portable 
extinguisher to put out flames 
shooting from her room. 


Police said they could not tell 
how many persons were in the 
seven-story, 56-room hotel 
because its records were 
destroyed. They estimated that 
about 400 people were in the 
building, which also contained 
21 apartments and scores of 
shops. A Japanese man who was 
injured was the only known 
foreigner among the victims. 


They said the dead were over­ 
come by smoke or were killed 


trying to escape by jumping. Ten 
doctors were called in to help 
identify the dead, all but 20 of 
whom were burned beyond 
recognition. Witnesses reported 
seeing almost naked men and 
women screaming for help from 
windows of the top two floors. 
City authorities immediately 
fired the director of a regional 
office of public hygiene, 
charging negligence because the 
nightclub failed to close at 2 a.m. 
as required.

MONTREAL, Quebec (AP) — 
Montreal’s firemen returned to 
work Sunday after a 2‘2-day 
strike during which about 20 
fires caused an estimated $2 
million damage, mostly to aban­ 
doned buildings. It was the 
largest number of fires to occur 
in Montreal in a 60-hour period. 
Several persons were injured 
in the fires, including at least 
one fire captain hospitalized for 
treatment of smoke inhalation. 
No fire deaths occurred. 


The 2.400 firemen of the Mon­ 
treal Firefighters’ Association, 
an independent union that quit 
the AFL-CIO this year, walked 
off the job Thursday night 
despite a provincial ordinance 
forbidding strikes by public 


employes. They demanded im­ 
mediate cost-of-living raises of 
$750 plus a living-eosts escalator 
clause in their next contract. The 
current pact expires Dec. 31. 
After Quebec Premier Robert 
Bourassa intervened, the union 
accepted Mayor Jean Drapeau’s 
offer of a $750 allowance before 
the end of the year and put off 
negotiations on the new con­ 
tract. 


Firemen’s salaries currently 
average about $12.000 a year. 
They are asking raises of $3.000 
for next year and rejected a city 
offer that would raise their an­ 
nual wages to an average of 
almost $14.075. 
About 5 a.m. Sunday, just 
after the settlement was

"an excellent chance to pick up a 
number of incumbent seats" 
from Senate Democrats, naming 
Indiana, South Dakota, Iowa, 
North Carolina and Nevada as 
the most likely spots. 


Both Strauss and Carter 


appeared almost to be looking

Strauss said that if the

repeated Ford's frequent cam- 
paign claim that a Democratic 
landslide would create a veto- 
proof Congress and bring 
"legislative dictatorship." 


But Strauss and Carter said 


even the most optimistic predic- 
tions would not equal the 
Democratic majorities held in 
some past Congresses and that 
such majorities in the 1950s had 
not been able to override many 
of President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's vetoes. 


The final pre-election survey 


by The Associated Press also in- 
dicates that Democratic 
majorities could come close to 
the two-thirds mark in both 
houses of Congress and 
something close to a record 
number of governorships. 


Based on reports from AP 


bureaus in the 50 states, late 
polls and interviews with 
politicians, the survey shows 
Democrats could add five to 
seven seats to their current 
majority of 58 in the Senate. 


The survey indicates that the 


Democrats, who now have a 
majority of 248 to 147 in the 
House, could increase it by a net 
of 30 to 50. Also indicated are 
gains of sit to nine gover- 
norships, with the Democrats 
already holding 32, against 18 
Republicans.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 


Police blamed a careless smoker 
Sunday for a hotel fire that killed 
88 persons, most of whom were 
trapped inside a discotheque. A 
survivor said the club's 
employes locked the only exit, 
apparently to nuke sure the 
customers paid their bills. 


It was Seoul's fifth major hotel 


fire in less than three years, the 
second in three weeks and the 
second in the Brown Hotel in 
just over two years. 


The blaze destroyed the 


hotel's sixth floor, where police 
found 65 bodies in the nightclub. 
They said they were looking for 
the patron who started the fire 
by carelessly disposing of a 
cigarette butt in bis sixth-floor 
room. 


Police also were investigating 


the report by a 24-year-old 
Korean woman that nightclub 
employes locked the door, trap- 
ping an estimated 200 young 
guests. 


She said the door was locked 


as the fire broke out shortly 
before 3 a.m., almost an hour 
after the nightclub was required 
by law to close, apparently to 
keep the patrons inside until 
tabs were paid. 


Customers finally broke down 


the door after some time 'and 
stampeded from the flames and 
smoke through a narrow cor- 
ridor, darkened because the fire 
had knocked out the electricity, 
she said. 


Another survivor, a 26-year- 


old man, said he and about 50 
others escaped through a ventila- 
tion shaft in the nightclub wall. 


A hotel employe said a Korean 


woman in a nightgown ran out of 
a room on the sixth floor 
shouting "fire" at about 2:50 
a.m. He said he tried un- 
successfully with a portable 
extinguisher to put out flames 
shooting from her room. 


Police said they could not tell 


how many persons were in the 
seven-story, 56-room h,otel 
because its records were 
destroyed. They estimated that 
about 400 people were in the 
building, which also contained 
21 apartments and scores of 
shops. A Japanese man who was 
injured was the only known 
foreigner among the victims. 


They said the dead were over- 


come by smoke or were killed 


trying to escape by jumping. Ten 
doctors were called in to help 
identify the dead, all but 20 of 
whom were burned beyond 
recognition. Witnesses reported 
seeing almost naked men and 
women screaming for help from 
windows of the top two floors. 


City authorities immediately 


fired the director of a regional 
office of public hygiene, 
charging negligence because the 
nightclub failed to close at 2 a.m. 
as required. 


Delegates Said Happy 
With Soviet Relations 


MOSCOW^ (AP) - A Por- 


tuguese delegation headed by 
Communist minister Alvaro 
Cunhal'left for home Sunday, 
glowing over the prospects of 
expanding relations with the 
Soviet Union, Tass reported. 


"We met with an excellent un- 


derstanding of the situation in 
Portugal and her current 
hardships on the part of the 
'Soviet government, together 
with an enormous desire to build 
up comprehensive relations with 
our country," the official news 
agency quoted Cunhal as saying. 


Cunhal, minister of state 


without portfolio in Lisbon's 
new leftist government, arrived 
in Moscow on Tuesday and met 
with top trade, government and 
party officials. 


He was quoted as saying the 


talks centered on increased 
Soviet-Portuguese ' cooperation 
in matters of trade, tourism, 
cultural exchanges, science and 
technological training. Specific 
agreements were not reported. 


Referring in the Tass inter- 


view to rising problems in Por- 
tuguese industry, agriculture 
and/unemployment, Cunhal was 
quoted as saying: 


"We are of the opinion that by 


expanding our relations with the 
Soviet Union, we could fight our 
problems with greater ease."' 


A joint communique issued 


after Cunhal's departure said 
Portuguese and Soviet officials 
will hold talks next month to 
conclude a trade pact, but 


, details were not given. 


The communique said the 


talks between Cunhal and the 
Soviet leaders were "useful and 
constructive and wjll serve the 
further rapprochement of the 
two countries, and the develop- 
ment of friendly relations 
between them."

Montreal Firemen Back 


MONTREAL, Quebec (AP) - 


Montreal's firemen returned to 
work Sunday after a 2Vt-day 
strike during which about 20 
fires caused an estimated $2 
million damage, mostly to aban- 
doned buildings. It was the 
largest number of fires to occur 
in Montreal in a 60-hour period. 


Several persons were injured 


in the fires, including at least 
one fire captain hospitalized for 
treatment .of smoke inhalation. 
No fire deaths occurred. 


The 2,400 firemen of the Mon- 


treal Firefighters' 
Association, 


an independent union that quit 
the AFL-CIO this year, walked 
off the job Thursday night 
despite a provincial ordinance 
forbidding strikes by public 


employes. They demanded im- 
mediate cost-of-living raises of 
$750 plus a living-costs escalator 
clause in their next contract. The 
current pact expires Dec. 31. 


After Quebec Premier Robert 


Bourassa intervened, the union 
accepted' Mayor Jean Drapeau's 
offer of a f750 allowance before 
the end of the year and put off 
negotiations on the new con- 
tract. 


Firemen's salaries currently 


average about $12,000 a year. 
They are asking raises of $3,000 
for next year and rejected a city 
offer that would raise their an- 
nual wages to an. average of 
almost $14,075. 


About 5 a.m. Sunday, just 


after the settlement was 


reached, firemen joined super- 
visors and volunteers fighting a 
block-long tenement blaze in a 
poor section of the city's East 
End. 


Lt. Larry Levis of the Mon- 


treal police said the fire finally 
was put out without casualties, 
but at least 30 families had to be 
evacuated. Relief centers staffed 
by Red Cross and other 
volunteer agencies have been set 
up in the East End for an es- 
timated 40-100 
families 


evacuated since Thursday night.

Paying Bills With Inflated U.S. Dollars Attacked In U.N. 


Monday, Nov. 4, 19 74 The Lincoln Star 
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United Nations N Y. (UP!) - The American 
dollar, the major international currency, no 
onger is regarded by some Communist and Third 
world countries as good enough to pay the bills of 
the United Nations. 


Inflation and the unstable world economic 
situation have created a financial nightmare for 
the world body, whose budget for this year was 
set at almost $257 million. The United States pays 
about one-third of the cost of running the 138- 
member U.N. 
According to a 13-nation group which studied 
U.N. finances, inflation and changes in the value 
of currencies this year will add almost $79 million 
to the cost of running the U.N. and eight of its 


agencies, most of which are based in Western 
Europe. 
Because the U.S. dollar is the common 
currency for U.N. dealings aid the fact that the 
headquarters is in New York, numerous critics of 
America want the U.S. to make up the extra costs 
caused by inflation and currency changes. 
Some members of the study group suggested 
that instead of using the U.S. dollar as its major 
currency, the organization should adopt a 
monetary unit linked to gold as used by the Euro­ 
pean Economic Community. The Communist 
i)loc’s ” transferable” ruble also was studied for 
possible use. 
% 
The Soviet Union’s Valentin K. Palamarchuk 
charged that the extra costs had become “a heavy 


burden borne inequitably” by U.N. members. 
“ Inflation was being exported by the 
capitalist countries to the Third World,” he said. 
“ Inflation in the United States has been the cause 
of the most recent currency fluctuations. The host 
countries, other than developing countries, which 
derive economic advantages from the presence of 
the United Nations, should pay the extra costs.” 


Enrique Serrano Avila of Cuba said, “The 
losses incurred by the United Nations system due 
to inflation and currency instability must be 
borne by developed countries on whose 
territories those organizations have their 
headquarters.” 
Cuba followed up its attack with a resolution 


demanding that the U.N. switch its bank deposits 
from currencies of the industrialized nations to 
those whose currencies are “not in crisis.” 
Oliver C. Carmichael Jr., of the U.S., said: 
“Since inflation is a worldwide phenomenon, why 
should those countries in which U.N. expen­ 
ditures take place be required to bear an unusual­ 
ly large percentage of the total costs? 
“Why should these countries be required to 
apply a greater dose of discipline than others, or 
be penalized if they cannot demonstrate better 
performances than others?” 
He said that among other things, the U.N. 
itself could exercise some restraint in preparing 
its budgets and take into account inflation and 
price trends.

Oklahoma Floods Fatal To 2; 
$10 Million Damage Estimated 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - 


Civil Defense authorities said 
flooding in Oklahoma that has 
taken two lives since last week 
also has made 10,000 persons 
homeless and caused $10 million 
in damage. They added Sunday 
that the weather "will get worse 
before it gets better." 


Gov. David Hall asked Presi- 


dent Ford to declare eight coun- 
ties major disaster areas to 
qualify residents for federal 
assistance. 


National Guardsmen, firemen 


and police were assisting in the 
evacuation of homes in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma City, Yukon, Guthrie 
and Edmond on Sunday. Civil 
Defense spokesmen also said 
three hunters were reported 
missing near a lake at Nowata, in 
northeastern Oklahoma, where a 
search was under way. 


Hall's press aide, Ed Hardy, 


consulted with Civil Defense 
spokesmen during a press con- 
ference in the Capitol and 
arrived at a "very rough, 
ballpark estimate of $10 million 
in public and private damage." 


State Civil Defense Director 


Tom Carey headed a team of 
Civil Defense experts who said 
that more than 10,000 persons 
already had been evacuated at 
Skiatook and Sperry in 
northeastern Oklahoma and 
Kingfisher, near Oklahoma City. 


With more rain predicted, a 


flash flood warning remained in 
effect Sunday afternoon for cen- 
tral and northeastern Oklahoma.

Lt. Gen. Ensio Siilaivuo, UNEF 
has policed an agreement 
worked out last winter by 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger to keep apart Israeli 
and Egyptian troops east of the 
Suez. Ismailia, with the main 
UNEF headquarters, is on the 
canal's western bank. 


Kissinger ^returns to the Mid- 


dle East Tuesday for talks to try 
and save his peace mission in 
light of Arab summit decisions 
in Rabat, Morocco, that 
strengthened the position of 
Palestinian guerrillas. 


At Rabat, the Arab leaders 


designated the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization the sole 
legitimate representative for the 
area's 3 million Palestinians. A 
PLO spokesman said Saturday 
the summit rejected Kissinger's 
plan, which he called "sheer 
nonsense." He said the Arabs 
were preparing for a fifth war 
with Israel. 


A spokesman for the Egyptian 


Foreign Ministry said Cairo 
"still holds to the Kissinger step- 
by-step approach. ... We 
welcome any step forward and 
will do our utmost to persuade 


other Arab countries to go aloof 
with it." 


He did not rule out that a 


possible secret agreement was 
reached at the Arab summit to 
allow Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat to do whatever he con- 
siders in Egypt's interest now 
that the Palestinians are a 
separate entity in the situation. 


Egyptian officials would not 


speculate on Sadat's thoughts, 
but diplomatic sources said the 
Egyptian president messaged 
Kissinger the outcome of the 
summit and asked that he return 
to the area. 


The sources said the American 


diplomat will test the ground in 
Egypt and other Middle East 
capitals, then.return to 
Washington to reassess U.S. 
policy with President Ford and 
other top advisers. 


Kissinger repeatedly asserted 


over the weekend there bad 
been no change in the U.S. view 
on the Palestinians. But the 
semiofficial Cairo newspaper Al 
Ahram said Sunday: "It is clear 
that the United States may in the 
end recognize the PLO, if it 
abandons its extremist policies, 
so as to save Kissinger's 
diplomacy."

A commentator whose identity has 


slipped our mind observed the other day 
that things aren't much different this elec- 
. tion than in the past. 


Candidates tend to describe this elec- 


tion as America at the crossroads; the most 
important election in our history —just as 
candidates have been characterizing almost 
every other election held in this century, he 
said. 


Surely it is important to the candidate. 


And to the nation, too, although we're not 
sure it is that overwhelmingly important in 
comparison to other elections in the past. 


Nonetheless, in a season when many 


people are said to be turned off of politics, 
when apathy is the rage, there is much 
government must come to grips with and 
much to be won or lost. 


From the results of this election may 


be read a mandate for tougher economic 
controls and a clear call for high standards 
in public conduct. Maybe and maybe not, 


but they are among the alternatives. And if 
we are to believe some of the political 
observers, this election may not only be a 
catastrophe for the Republican Party, but 
seal the doom of the two-party system as 
well. So, while apathy's easy, there are 
some things to be interested in and fight 
for, no matter which label you wear. 


Here in the nation's midsection, voter 


turnout predictions generally hover below 
50%. And this is an area where the major 
industry, agriculture, is on the ropes. And 
where there is an even chance or better 
that politics-as-usual will remain politics- 
as-usual. 


Come Wednesday, there may be an op- 


portunity for the stay-at-homes to lament 
about a higher turnout turning the tide in 
•the Nebraska congressional races, which 
are expected to be close, in the school aid 
referendum and in a host of other state and 
local elections. 


Food And Water Problems 


The holding of the world food con- 


ference in Rome has given observers ample 
opportunity to remind people that up until 
recently, while resoonsible experts for 
years have been predicting worldwide shor- 
tages of food and fertilizer, less than 
responsible leaders have hewed to the line 
that the supply of food is inexhaustable. 


- That the major food producing areas of 
the world must increase production and 
that new methods must be found to 
produce crops in once nonarable lands is a 
must if the starvation of millions is to be 
avoided. That hard fact few people are 
denying. 


And in this major food producing areas 


as in many others, the future is tied to the 
availability of water — that precious 
resource Nebraskans once thought of as 
limitless.

Water, the use and conservation of it, 


is not a coming major issue in Nebraska. It 
has arrived. 


In contemplating the future, one is 


tempted to engage in easy hindsight to 
question past decisions and ponder what 
might have been.

lower Platte to put that mighty riveris 
waters to multiple use at this end of the 
state. The federal government and many of 
the people in the affected area didn't think 
too much of the idea. Too much cost, not 
enough benefit was the conclusion. 


That is the kind of decision which may 


be up for rethinking in the future. 


For one thing, if Lincolnites suffer too 


many thirsty summers such as the last one, 
and the city's water supply situation gets 
too precarious, they may be moved to 
reopen the questioning.

Rockefeller is now facing an up- 
hill fight for confirmation as vice 
president of the UNnited States. 
The curious thing is that the en- 
taglements of wealth that may 
defeat him were scarcely even 
mentioned when he sought the 
presidential nomination in 19(4 
and 1968, or in his four cam- 
paigns for governor of New 
York. 


The House Judiciary Com- 


mittee, which BOW appears to be 
buckling down to consideration 
of dw Rockefeller nomination, 
probably will oot bold public 
hearings until after Nov. 18. If 
the committee gives Rockefeller 
anything like the extended 
grilling that now appears likely, 
it seems doubtful that he would 
be confirmed by both houses — 
even if he had dw votes — hi the 
closing days of die 1974 session. 


It might not be good public 


policy if he were. Many 
Republicans are retiring or will 
be defeated this week. What 
remains of the 93rd Congress 
will be a "lame duck" session 
and if Rockefeller were con- 
firmed by a close margin, in 
which the votes of defeated 
members were important, his 
legitimacy as vice president 
could be clouded. But if the con- 
firmation vote is put over to the 
new congress, the whole hearing 
process might have to be gone 
through again, and the enlarged 
majorities the Democrats are 
expected to have might be even 
less willing than the present 
Congress to confirm so powerful 
a political figure as Nelson 
Rockefeller. 


Besides, the House Judiciary 


Committee, having shown its 
strength in the Nixon impeach- 
ment hearings, appears ready to

give Rockefeller a hard time on 
at least four major issues. The 
first of these is the Rockeleller 
manily wealth and the influence 
it gives the family over impor- 
tant sectors of the economy., 
Rockefeller portrayed that in- 
fluence as a "myth" in his 
Senate hearings. With the down- 
turn of the economy and 
renewed talk of an energy crisis, 
not to mention disclosures about 
Rockefeller's princely use of his 
own money, the family fortune 
and influence are certain to be 
more deeply probed in the 
House. 


The second issue isxthat of 


Rockefeller's huge gifts of 
money — particularly to Dr. 
Henry Kissinger, just before he 
became Richard Nixon's foreign 
policy adviser ;t and to Dr. 
William M. Ronan, who is now 
the head of the Port Authority of 
New York and New Jersey, and 
used to be the head of the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority 
in New York. A New Jersey 
legislative committee also is'in- 
vestigating the 1550,000 gift to 
Ronan. Whether or not either of 
these gifts violated any federal 
or state statutes, they appear to 
have put the recipients, at best, 
into an unwise relationship to 
Rockefeller; they raise questions 
about his judgment in creating 
such relationships with impor- 
tant public officials; and put him 
into the awkward position of 
having to promise not to make 
such gifts if confirmed as vice 
president. Were they not just as 
questionable coming from the 
Governor of New York and a 
perennial 
presidential 


possibility? 


Another major issue concerns 


Rockefeller'*, personal income

taxes, the means he used to 
avoid or reduce such taxes, the 
facts that he paid no federal in- 
come tax in 1970 and is now 
being assessed $$§3,718 plus in- 
terest in back taxes. Although 
Rockefeller's tax problem 
appears different from that of 
Nixon, who was charted with 
claims bordering on fraud, 
salary and wage-earners who 
have no means of avoiding,or 


reducing their taxes are not like- 
ly to be impressed by the 
Rockefeller tax-paying record. \ 


There is, finally, the issue of 


Victor Lasky's derogatory 
biography of Arthur Goldberg, 
financed 
by 
Laurance 


Rockefeller and distributed in 
Nelson Rockefeller's 1970 guber- 
natorial campaign against- 


Goldberg. Perhaps worse than 
the book itself, in the post- 
Watergate climate, was 
Rockefeller's early statement 
'denying knowledge of the Lasky 
book. 


Any more such disclosures - 


or more detail about these - 
could destroy the Rockefeller 
nomination. It is even possible 
that Rockefeller's questionable 
conduct as governor during an 
after the Attica prison rebellion 
in 1971 — the subject of a 
current F.B.I, investigation but 
one hardly mentioned in the in- 
adequate Senate Rules Com- 
mittee hearings — at last will be 
given the attention it deserves. 
Thirty-nine persons dead by 
New York State Police gunfire 
seems reason enough for 
questioning. 


Rockefeller is in these straits 


only because Gerald Ford 
Nominated him for Vice Presi- 
dent, and because the 25th 
Amendment requires that 
Congress confirm such a 
nominee by majority vote of 
both houses. None of the major 
issues arising from his.wealth 
came to light when Rockefeller 
sought the presidential nomina- 
tion. Nothing like his present 
ordeal has been required of any 
presidential candidate, nor will 
it be required of anyone seeking 
the White House in 1176. What is 
thought necessary for fill-in vice 
presidents is not even con- 
templated 
for elected 


presidents. 


Yet, if Rockefeller's wealth 


and his handling of it make it un- 
wise for him to be vice presi- 
dent, they should surely make it 
unwise for him to be president. 
Congress might give that some 
thought, in its gingerly pursuit of 
"campaign reform."

WASHINGTON - Four hun- 


dred FBI agents, 535 con- 
gressmen and a passel of tax 
lawyers have been turned loose 
on Nelson Rockefeller. They are 
supposed to be finding out if he 
is fit to be vice president of the 
United States, but that is 
probably nonsense. 


Just what it takes to fit a man 


for this office is not very clear. 
Until recently the job was usual- 
ly passed out in the dead of night 
to people whose main qualifica- 
tion was that nobody thought 
they were fit to be president. It 
also helped if nobody outside the 
immediate family had ever 
heard of them. 


Nowadays, however, we have 


"the new morality" in politics. 
The only thing ww about "die 
new morality" is die uneasy 
suspicion among potititiaas that 
die voters want to see a little of 
the oU morality practiced by 
potiticians. Congress is out to 
practice it as hard as it can, awl 
luckily for Congress, Rockefeller 
is fiMre to practice it on. 


The problem about morality is 


that it is much more satisfying to 
practice it on other people than 
on yourself. If you are a con- 
gressman and people are 
clamoring to have the morals 
squad unleashed, it is better to 
unleash it on any prospective 
vice presidents who wander into 
town instead of letting it root 
around in congressmen's bank 
records. 


Rockefeller is doubly unlucky. 


Not only did he wander into 
town anticipating clouds of glory 
at the wrong moment, but he is 
also a Rockefeller. 


And who in America, if given 


the choice between having the 
cops dig up absolutely 
everything about a Rockefeller 
or absolutely everything about 
the chairman of the powerful 
Senate Small Bore Committee, 
would say, "Never mind 
Rockefeller; give me the low- 
down on the Senator?"

At any rate, public curiosity 


about him has been strong 
enough to prevent anybody who 


might have had the impluse 
from pointing out that 
something is out of kilter when a 
man nominated for high office 
has to cope with more police 
than a Mafia don. 


Considering the number of in- 


vestigators at work on 
Rockefeller, the amount of juicy 
material brought to light has 
been disappointing. We know 
now that he throws around 
money as if it were going out of 
style, which isn't so dumb, con- 
sidering that it is. 


We know he uses money to 


keep people he likes on the 
public payroll, which may be 
bad, 
although less pecunious 


. public administrators, including 
presidents, have a hard time 
keeping good people in public 
service when business offers 
them six-figure incomes. 


We know he has a passion to 


win elections and is not above 
treating his opponents to a taste 
of ax-job campaign literature, 
but this doesn't much expand 
our understanding of him. He 
has been running for years—for 
president when not for governor 


— and anybody who doesn't 
know by this time that he is not 
George Washington hasn't been 
paying attention.' 


The fact is that we have bad 


the full-length portrait of 
Rockefeller, complete with 
warts, for several years past. It is • 
more dun ample for the purpose 
of deciding whether he can pass 
muster as a vice president. Any 
tidbits the police supply 
probably aren't worth die salary 
they cost if the aim is to deter- 
mine his fitness for an office 
remarkable only for its triviality. 


There, of course, is the rub. 


Vice-presidents do, after all, 
become presidents. It happens 
regularly these days. And 
Congress is full of people who 
would happily see Rockefeller 
laid to rest in the vice presiden- 
tial mausoleum if they could 
only be sure he would never rise 
again. 


These include Republicans 


who want to be president 
themselves, Democrats who 
would rather run against 


somebody else, and others of 
both parties whose sensibilities 
of ideologies have been offended 
over the years by his politics 


For these people, any tidbit 


the police can dig up might be 
pure political uranium, for in the 
fevered ai» of Washington after 
Watergate, the smallest trifle 
may trigger a holocaust of per- 
sonal reputations. 


So the police are turned loose 


in force, ostensibly to certify 
high moral tone in the 
government's most unimportant 
office. It satisfies the public 
need to be deluded by the idea 
that political morality is being 
served, and it keeps the heat off 
Congress, and it might just 
possibly help all those who want 
Rockefeller destroyed once and 
for all. 


Maybe it is unreasonable to be 


jittery about this. After all, we 
know have a president who was 
chosen by Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. The time may be ripe 
for a vice president chosen by 
die federal police.

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By LOUIS HARRIS 


By all indications, the 


Republican Party .should do 
wone in i tomorrow's off-year 
election* than it has in many 
years. Underlying these 
probable GOP losses is a 
precipitous decline in the- 
number, of people who view 
themselves as Republicans, now 
down to an average of 21%, 
which is-a record low for, the 
Harris Survey. 


The implications of this survey 


for the future of the Republican 
Party * are, grave indeed; The 
number, of GOP federal office 
holders could .be reduced to the 
lowest number since the mid- 
1930's, andVwit'h a base'so small, 
the Republicans could have a 
difficult time trying to assemble 
local constituencies that even 
remotely typify the political 
spectrum of the national elec- 
torate. For instance, in primary 
elections and in conventions, 
GQP.representatives, who might 
only represent one in five voters, 
may Have real trouble coming up 
with nominees that appeal to the 
other,-: four-fifths of the elec- 
torate. In recent years, 
moderates have become 
casualties in Republican ranks 
and tomorrow's voting could see 
their; number shrink more than 
ever before in recent times. .

With'no more than 
46% of the electorate familiar 
with the name of their con- 
gressmen, party affiliation 
becomes highly important in 
determining the outcome of off- 
year elections. 


One advantage for the 


Republicans is the American 
-people's distrust of politicians. A 
majority, 57%, of the voters 
feels that "it is better as a check

Democrats may be inclined to 
vote for a Republican candidate 
for president. 


While obviously too early to 


tell, the 1976 federal election has 
a good chance to test this type of 
check-and-balance politics. In all 
likelihood, the Democrats will 
stand their best chance of .win- 
ning the presidential election 
since 1964, when Lyndon John- 
son won by a landslide. 


But the most dramatic growth 


in party affiliation, of course, 
has been registered by the 
category that is not even a party 
at all. Those potential Voters 
who regard themselvees as in- 
dependents are up sharply from 
17% in 1968 to a current'32%. 
This increase in the number of 
political independents is partly 


due to the influx of 18 to 20-year- 
okls into the voting population. 
Many young people seem to be 
far more inclined to be indepen- 
dent than their elders. 


But the main reason why the 


independents are flourishing is 
that faith in the existing parties, 
especially the GOP, has been 
falling. Voter confidence in 
politicians, of course, reflects 
disenchantment with govern- 
ment generally and will not be 
revived until the American peo- 


ple are convinced elected 
leaders deal with their con- 
stituency openly and as adults. 


The impending misfortune of 


the Republicans tomorrow could 
well be a crucial opportunity for 
the Democrats. But, in turn, 
they will have to put their new 
majorities in Congress to work in 
a far more open and effective 
fashion than in the past to 
restore confidence in the bipar- 
tisan system.

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NRD To 
Finish 
Projects

Farmers from four Nebraska 


counties — Johnson, Gage, Lan- 
caster and Otoe — are winding 
up their participation 'in the 
Upper Big Nemaha Watershed, 
which is being merged with the 
Nemaha Natural "Resource 
District. 


None of the present directors 


- Tony Topp, Melvin Nieveen, 
Lorin Wusk, Willard Williams, 
Raymond Bouwens, Don 
Cooper, Wilke Kelle and Art 
Vanderbeek — are running for a 
seat as a director of the new 
NRD board. 


The directors have, however, 


left an impressive record behind 
them as they turn over their 
cherished watershed project to 
the NRD. 


Costs Totaled 


The Watershed has completed 


24 or 59 grade stabilization struc- 
tures planned. It has also comr 
pleted 13 of 38 floodwater retar- 
dation structures at a total cost 
of $812,987 for construction and 
$360,916 for land rights. 


Some 617 acres were 


purchased outright and 
easements valued at $126,650 
were obtained on some 15 tracts 
of land for the construction of 
the projects. 


The most important statistic is 


that the land has been farmed in 
a fashion that conserves both 
land and water, keeping water in 
upland areas so it doesn't add to 
flood problems downstream and 
keeping silt out of streams and 
rivers. 


Acres 


The total acreage'involved in 


various land treatment schemes, 
including terraces, tree planting, 
grassed waterways and better 
cropping and pasture manage1- 
ment systems, reaches 82,259 of 
the 114,980 acres in the district. 
That is some 71% of the land in 
the district brought under good 
conservation farming practices. 


The project was. authorized in 


October, 1965, with an estimated 
total cost of $6,476,920. 
However, inflation is likely to 
drive the cost of the projects 
well above that'by the time it is 
entirely "completed under the 
Nemaha Natural Resource 
District. 


"We used to figure an average 


cost, including tree clearing, 
land cost and building the struc- 
ture, at 60c a yard, but today the 
cost is seldom under $1.00 (a 
yard)." But "it can run nearly 
$2.00 on some structures," said 
Ray Kubie, manager of the 
Nemaha NRD. 


The cost of the rock face on 


ome of the larger dams has 
exceeded $10,000 but should pre- 
vent the dam from being 
damaged by wave action. 


Fencing is Headache 


-Fencing has been a major 


headache for conservation 
projects because of the scarcity 
of wire and posts during past 
years. ,• 


Skyrocketing costs have made 


estimating the cost of a project a 
real problem for planners for the 
new NRD. 


"People in the local districts 


like the Upper Big Nemaha 
Watershed have spent untold, 
numbers of hours involved in 
planning, developing and com- 
pleting these watershed 
projects" to prevent flood 
damage and to conserve soil and 
water for future generations. 
Kubie said. 


"What a -tot of the general 


public doesn"t realize -is that 
they haven't been paid for their 
work and time spent on these 
projects that benefit everyone in 
the community," he said.

The lack of rain in much of the 


nation's winter wheat growing 
area is producing a triple wham- 
my on the consumer. 


Whammy No. 1: Winter wheat 


is frequently used to provide 
pasture for cattle in .winter 
months in southern states. In 
some areas the winter wheat 
hasn't even sprouted yet. You 
know what that will do to meat 
prices. 


Whammy No. 2: Wheat 


privides most of the flour for 
bread, and without flour you 
know what will happen to bread 
prices. 


Whammy No. 3: Wheat 


exports earn dollars that pay for 
oil, cars, cameras and other 
items imported by the U.S. 
Without those dollars, you know 
what is going to happen to the 
nation's balance of payments. 


This all adds up to a lot of 


trouble if the wheat crop is poor 
or fails. 


Getting an average figure of 


the number of acres of wheat 
planted is difficult, but there are 
more acres in the ara covered by 
The Lincoln Star than there 
were last year. However, growth 
is spotty and ranges from very 
good to very bad. 


Prices are likely to stay high 


through the 1975 crop year on all 
grains throughout the world, ac- 
cording to United Nations of- 
ficials dealing with such 
problems. 


Even with two Consecutive 


years of tremendous crops the 
world will be rebuilding 
stockpiles and constructing more 
storage so things will be in better 
shape if a shortage happens 
again. • 


The lid placed on Russian 


grain buys in the United States 
won't hurt American farmers 
because the U.S. is in a world 
market. If Russia continues to 
buy grain in Argentina, Sweden, 
France, Thailand and other 
countries it will drive up world 
grain prices, which will hold 
U.S. prices up to world market 
levels.

The mail on a farm editor's 


desk is varied and at times 
overwhelming by the sheer 
volume. 


In any--single day he learns a 


great many things by just 
reading the mail. Unfortunately, 
there isn't anywhere near 
enough space in the entire paper 
to print it all, but he does read it. 


For example, there is the fact 


that a well-known chain of hotels 
is going to bypass the 
downgraded meat standards 
proposed by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The chain 
will continue to serve prime 
grade meat, but will grade the 
meat itself to make sure of ser- 
ving prime. 


A new farm organization has 


been formed in Missouri called 
the Family Farmers of America. 
The president of the group 
promptly resigned because 
someone called him on the 
phone to threaten the life of his 
granddaughter. 


Recall that it was at Rea, Mo., 


that the National Farmers 
Organization began some years 
ago. - 


if ft if 


The Nebraska Grain Improve- 


ment Association wrote to ask 
me to remind farmers to avoid 
marketing grain that is actually 
chemically-treated seed. Such 
grain can kill or cripple cattle 
and humans. The Food and Drug 
Administration is tracing such 
sales back to the farm with pain- 
ful results for the fanner" who 
tries to market seed grain mixed 
with feed grain. 


One single kernel of wheat 


identified as seed wheat in a 
railroad car will cause the whole 
carload to be confiscated. All 
farmers who sold any part of the 
wheat in the carload could wind 
up in court unless the one guilty 


farmer is found. 


If the trail of ownership is 


traced back to a farmer it gets 
pretty expensive. The guilty 
farmer must pay for the whole 
carload of wheat, plus the cost of 
hauling it to the coast, plus the 
cost of hauling it back, plus the 
cost of disposal of the tainted 
wheat. The tainted wheat may 
not be used for seed. 


Trying to slip a little treated 


'seed wheat into the grain you 
sell is stupid. 


Letters from farmers get few 


and far between at harvest time, 
but one day's mail did include 
two invitations to speak to clubs 
in Lincoln. 


Dr. Duane Acker, University 


of Nebraska-Lincoln vice 
chancellor for agriculture, sent 
me a handwritten note; evident- 
ly he is saving on secretarial 
costs. 


One reason, that farm editors 


don't get much done is that they 
spend the better part of each day 
opening their mail, which is real"-' 
ly overwhelming. 


The reason for the amount of 


mail is that farmers use huge 
amounts of chemicals, steel,, 
rubber, lumber and machinery. 
Attracting farmers' attention is 
important to many companies 
who think the way to do it is to 
write to farm editors. 


There are only three farm 


editors for daily papers in 
Nebraska who belong to the 
Newspapers Farm Editors of 
America, so all the companies 
write to the three of them, 
burying them in mail. 


Anyone- who thinks farmers 


aren't football fans has never 
been a farm editor in Nebraska. 
On a Friday when there is an 
out-of-town game the farm 
editor's phone seldom rings. 
'On a Friday before a home 
game his day never seems to

end. Every agricultural organiza- 
tion in the state seems to 
schedule a meeting in Lincoln on 
the day before a big game. A 
farm editor can go_crazy trying 
to cover a dozen meetings the 
same day and then spend half 
the night writing about them. 


Then the next day he sleeps 


through the football game, too 
tired to care who won. 


Being a farm editor isn't all 


bad. He gets to do fun things like 
explain the difference between a 
steer and a cow to a woman 
editor writing about beef. 


Trying to explain how farmers 


get paid for milk is a lot harder. 
Even the farmers and the people 
who sell bottled milk aren't too 
sure how it works. 


Trying to write about 


something like farmers killing 
calves or drowning chickens is 
the hardest task of all. 


How can it be explained that it 


is an act of sheer frustration over 
a situation the farmer can't con- 
trol? Most farmers find such ac- 
tions as disgusting as city folks 
do. City-bred reporters know so 
little about farming and the 
economics of feeding cattle that 


they can't cope with such 
stories. 


The farmers know so little 


about city people and their at- 
titudes that the fanners assume 
a picture of a man shooting a calf 
will fully explain the economic 
problem to tie nation. 


The loss of meat and future 


production t>f milk can -be 
replaced by imports. If it drives 
prices up city folks will drink 
less milk and eat less meat, 
reducing the market for the 
farmer. It is a case where 
nobody wins.

Women In Nebraska Are On The Campaign Trai 


In 1974 a woman’s place is on the 
Hustings. From Mar\land to Califor­ 
nia. more women than ever before 
(more than 3.000) arc seeking political 
office in a trend created by women’s 
liberation and spurred by Watergate. 
Nebraska is no exception. The 
names of 14 wori!en appt'ar on Lincoln 
ballots, 57 on sample state-wide ballot 
(not including city or county offices) 
and three women are hoping to join 
Mrs. Shirley Marsh, the Unicameral's 
only woman senator, 
Mrs. Haven Smith, Republican can­ 


didate from the 3rd District, is one ot 
only 44 women across the country 
vying for seats in the House of 
licpresentatives. She has betm given 
an outside chance to beat her oppo­ 
nent, Wayne W. Ziebarth, by the 
highly respected Congressional 
Quarterly.

Although Mrs. Krupsak captured 
the slogan, women candidates 
everywhere appear to be capitalizing 
on the sentiment behind it. 


“ Watergate helps,” said Fredrica 
Wechsler, Political action coordinator 
of the National Women’s Political 
Caucus. “ Women are perceived as un­ 
tainted . . . less corrupt than men. 
“Of course,” she added with a grin, 
“we haven’t had much chance to find 
out whether that’s true.”

Women who make it in politics 
are not grossly different from 
men who make it in politics, con­ 
cluded Dr. Jeane J. Kirkpatrick, 
who has put Political Women 
under a researchers microscope. 
However, the women state 
legislators she studied turned 
out to be less approachable by 
lobbies and special interest 
groups. 
One legislator told her, “ . . . 
The men are much more subject 
to flattery; male lobbyists . . . 
flatter the males into friendship 
with them. Women cannot be 
approached that way, because 
they have all known that form of 
approach since they were 13 — 
and we don’t sell out because 
somebody buys a meal.” 
Dr. Kirkpatrick talked about 
the political arena in her cub­ 
byhole of an o ffice at 
Georgetown University in 
Washington, D.C., where she 
teaches political science. 
Her unprecedented analysis of 
state legislators resulted from a 
study sponsored by the Carnegie 
Corporation and done in 
cooperation with the Eagleton 
Institute’s Center for the 
American Woman and Politics, 
New Brunswick, N.J. 
Forty-six women state 
legislators (25 Democrats and 21 
Republicans), repiesenting 28 
states, submitted to lengthy in­ 
terviews and filled out question­ 
naires. 
Forty male legislators, 
representing 26 states, com­ 
pleted identical questionnaires. 
Their responses, coupled with 
the many published studies on 
the political behavior of men, 
provided the basis for her com­ 
parison of the sexes, “ Political 
Woman” now published by 
Basic Books. 
For the clincher question 
then: Does she believe it really 
matters, after all, whether we 
elect women or men to office? 
She sees two aspects to the 
question. 
If you believe in a democracy, 
you believe in “ maximum 
sharing of power,” she com­ 
ments so, having more women in 
offices would be good in itself. 
The second aspect is more “if­ 
fy.” Would women come up with 
different policies and decisions 
from men? The answer is mixed, 
but “what little evidence there is 
would indicate they wouldn’t.” 
Perhaps, she says, the issues 
themselves might not be decided 
differently by women, but they 
might be considered in a 
different order. Her results show 
if females “womanned” the Shir 


of State, health and education 
would receive the most atten­ 
tion, as an offshoot of women’s 
nurturing role in society. 
She quoted one female 
legislator, who put it this way; 
“ Women are more concerned 
with the ‘guts’ of living. If we’d 
been given all that money, I 
don’t think we’d be on the 
moon; but we would have been 
recycling garbage all over the 
country.” 
After health and education, 
says Kirkpatrick, her studies 
showed women legislators think 
of policies in terms of being 
Democrats or Republicans, 
liberals or conservatives, 
Easterners or Westerners, just 
as men do. 
There is one exception. She 
says there is “slight, but consis­ 
tent data showing women as less 
supportive of issues involving 
force — war, bombing, guns.” 
At the same time. Dr. 
Kirkpatrick adds, female 
legislators indicated that they 
are just as apt to think a strong 
m ilitary posture is more 
beneficial to women than “peace 
now.” 
O bviously, 
concludes 
Kirkpatrick, there is just no way 
to pigeonhole women, any more 
than men. They seem to follow 
their natural interests, just as 
men do, after they get elected. 
Women in office are not more 
tenderhearted than men. They 
are not more interested in 
welfare bills, the poor, or 
minorities, says Kirkpatrick, 
whose finding i^ supported by 
“ massive other polling data.” 
In other words, with more 
females you might get more 
legislative attention for child 
care centers — but not more 
welfare payments for non­ 
working mothers. 
Researching 
“ Political 
Woman,” Kirkpatrick came up 
with strong reasons why male 
and female state legislators 
make similar policy decisions: 
Their backgrounds are similar 
socially and psychologically. 
Both are from largely rural, mid­ 
dle class backgrounds, are active 
in their communities, and have 
strong egos and a “persistent 
need for achievement,” for 
example. 


But the professor uncovered 
important differences, too, 
based on what she calls the 
“ female sex role.” Women see 
the state legislatures as a final 
step in their careers — not as a 
stepping stone to prestige or 
power. She points out this is 
because these women entered 
politics later in life, after waiting 
for their children to grow up. 


Also, since not as many attend 
law schools, the women don’t 
have the “ job experience” 
traditionally necessary for the 
high legislative office. And as a 
rule, they are reluctant to leave 
homes and husbands to press for 
higher state-wide or national of­ 
fice. 


Not too surprisingly then, she 
discovered that most are not 
“ feminists” in today’s ver­ 
nacular. Sixty percent, as a 
matter of fact, found fault with 
the women’s liberation move­ 
ment, saying variously that it 
presents an inaccurate concept 
of women’s problems; is hostile 
to marriage and the family; and 
is actually an albatros around 
the necks of women trying to get 
elected. 
However, Kirkpatrick ran into 
only three who didn’t support 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 
Most indicated they had learned 
about prejudice during their 
committee investigations and 
wanted it abolished. 
In this Watergate-tainted elec­ 
tion year, women are conscious­ 
ly capitalizing on a “pure image. 
But are they more moral than 
men? 


Dr. l^atrick sighs. “I got 
very mixed reactions from the 
legislators,” she said. “Some felt 
their role as mothers made them 
seem moral to the public... But 
many agreed that IF they were 
less tempted by special interest 
groups, it was because they were 
financially dependent on their 
husbands — not their jobs. They 
could afford to reject a ‘bribe.’” 
Kirkpatrick found women 
legislators see polities as serving 
from a sense of duty and stress 
problem solvings. They don’t see 
political parties as pits for power 
struggles as men do.

Farmers from fou r Nebraska 
cou nties - Johnson, Gag e, Lan­ 
caster and Otoe — are winding 
u p their p articip ation in the 
Up p er Big Nemaha Watershed, 
which is being merg ed with the 
Nemaha N atu ral R esou rce 
District. 
None of the p resent directors 
- Tony Top p , Melv in Niev een, 
Lorin Wu sk, Willard Williams, 
R ay m ond B ou w ens, Don 
Coop er, Wilke Kelle and Art 
Vanderbeek — are ru nning for a 
seat as a director of the new 
NRD board. 
The directors hav e, howev er, 
left an imp ressiv e record behind 
them as they tu rn ov er their 
cherished watershed p roject to 
the NRD. 
• 
Costs Totaled 
The Watershed has comp leted 
24 or 59 g rade stabilization stru c­ 
tu res p lanned. It has also com­ 
p leted 13 of 38 flood water retar­ 
dation stru ctu res at a total cost 
of $812,987 for constru ction and 
$360,916 for land rig hts. 
Som e 617 a c re s 
w ere 
p u rc h a s e d o u tr ig h t and 
easements v alu ed at $126,650 
were obtained on some 15 tracts 
of land for the constru ction of 
the p rojects. 
The most imp ortant statistic is 
that the land has been farmed in 
a fashion that conserv es both 
land and water, keep ing water in 
u p land areas so it doesn’t add to 
flood p roblems downstream and 
keep ing silt ou t of streams and 
riv ers. 
82,259 Acres 
The total acreag e inv olv ed in 
v ariou s land treatment schemes, 
inclu ding terraces, tree p lanting , 
g rassed waterway s and better 
crop p ing and p astu re manag e- 
ment sy stems, reaches 82,259 of 
the 114,980 acres in the district. 
That is some 7 1% of the land in 
the district brou g ht u nder g ood 
conserv ation farming p ractices. 
The p roject was au thorized in 
October, 1965. with an estimated 
to tal 
cost of $6/37 6,9 20. 
Howev er, inflation is likely to 
driv e the cost of the p rojects 
well abov e that'by the time it is 
entirely comp leted u nder the 
Nemaha N atu ral Resou rce 
District. 
“We u sed to fig u re an av erag e 
cost, inclu ding tree clearing , 
land cost and bu ilding the stru c­ 
tu re, at 60c a y ard, bu t today the 
cost is seldom u nder $1.00 (a 
y ard).” Bu t “it can ru n nearly 
$2 00 on some stru ctu res.” said 
Ray Ku bie, manag er of the 
Nemaha NRD. 
The cost of the rock face on 
ome of the larg er dams has 
ex ceeded $10,000 bu t shou ld p re­ 
v ent the dam from being 
damag ed by wav e action. 
Fencing is Headache 
Fencing has been a major 
headache for conserv ation 
p rojects becau se of the scarcity 
of wire and p osts du ring p ast 
y ears. 
Sky rocketing costs hav e made 
estimating the cost of a p roject a 
real p roblem for p lanners for the 
new NRD. 
“Peop le in the local districts 
like the Up p er Big Nemaha 
Watershed hav e sp ent u ntold 
nu mbers of hou rs inv olv ed in 
p lanning , dev elop ing and com­ 
p le tin g th e se w a te rsh e d 
p rojects” to p rev ent flood 
damag e and to conserv e soil and 
water for fu tu re g enerations, 
Ku bie said. 
“What a lot of the g eneral 
p u blic doesn”t realize is that 
they hav en’t been p aid for their 
work and time sp ent on these 
p rojects that benefit ev ery one in 
the commu nity ,” he said.

The Nebraska Grain Imp rov e­ 
ment Association wrote to ask 
me to remind farmers to av oid 
marketing g rain that is actu ally 
chemically -treated seed. Su ch 
g rain can kill or crip p le cattle 
and hu mans The Food and Dru g 
Administration is tracing su ch 
sales back to the farm with p ain­ 
fu l resu lts for the farmer’ who 
tries to market seed g rain mix ed 
with feed g rain. 
One sing le kernel of wheat 
identified as seed wheat in a 
railroad car will cau se the whole 
carload to be confiscated. All 
farmers who sold any p art of the 
wheat m the carload cou ld wind 
u p in cou rt u nless the one g u ilty 


farmer is fou nd. 
If the trail of ownership is 
traced back to a farmer it g ets 
p retty ex p ensiv e. The g u ilty 
farmer mu st p ay for the whole 
carload of wheat, p lu s the cost of 
hau ling it to the coast, p lu s the 
cost of hau ling it back, p lu s the 
cost of disp osal of the tainted 
wheat. The tainted wheat may 
not be u sed for seed. 
Try ing to slip a little treated 
seed wheat into the g rain y ou 
sell is stu p id. 
Letters from farmers g et few 
and far between at harv est time, 
bu t one day ’s mail did inclu de 
two inv itations to sp eak to clu bs 
in Lincoln. 
Dr. Du ane Acker, Univ ersity 
of N ebraska-L incoln v ice 
chancellor for ag ricu ltu re, sent 
me a handwritten note; ev ident­ 
ly he is sav ing on secretarial 
costs. 
One reason that farm editors 
don’t g et mu ch done is that they 
sp end the better p art of each day 
op ening their mail, which is real­ 
ly ov erwhelming . 
The reason for the amou nt of 
mail is that farmers u se hu g e 
amou nts of chemicals, steel, 
ru bber, lu mber and machinery . 
Attracting farmers’ attention is 
imp ortant to many comp anies 
who think the way to do it is to 
write to farm editors. 
There are only three farm 
editors for daily p ap ers in 
Nebraska who belong to the 
Newsp ap ers Farm Editors of 
America, so all the comp anies 
write to the three of them, 
bu ry ing them in mail.

Try ing to ex p lain how farmers 
g et p aid for milk is a lot harder. 
Ev en the farmers and the p eop le 
who sell bottled milk aren’t too 
su re how it works. 
T ry ing to w rite abo u t 
something like farmers killing 
calv es or drowning chickens is 
the hardest task of all. 
How can it be ex p lained that it 
is an act of sheer fru stration ov er 
a situ ation the farmer can’t con­ 
trol? Most farmers find su ch ac­ 
tions as disg u sting as city folks 
do. City -bred rep orters know so 
little abou t farming and the 
economics of feeding cattle that

If it driv es 
p rices u p city folks will drink 
less milk and eat less meat, 
redu cing the market for the 
farmer. It is a case where 
nobody wins.

The Lincoln Star than there 
were last y ear. Howev er, g rowth 
is sp otty and rang es from v ery 
g ood to v ery bad.

Omaha (AP) — Police said 
few clues have been fou nd to the 
identity and motive of a gu nman 
who killed an Omaha bartender. 
“ We have completely dis­ 
cou nted the possibility that any 
personal feu d was involved” in 
the death of Lawrence Loder, 34, 
L t. James Perry said. “ It 
appears at this time that the 
mu rder was cold-blooded.” 
Perry said it is possible Loder 
and a patron were shot “ because 
the robber wanted to silence 
them.” 
Loder ahd two cu stomers 
were in the Du gou t Bar in down­ 
town Omaha when the gu nman 
entered early Friday.

Nelson (AP) - Clifford Grove, 
42. of Su perior, was killed Satu r­ 
day night in a one-car accident a 
mile north and a half-mile east 
of here on a Nu ckolls Cou ntv 
road. 


The State Patrol said the west­ 
bou nd car apparently went ou t 
of control on wet gravel, skidded 
over a 20-foot embankment and 
rolled over 
The death raised the Nebras­ 
ka highway fatality cou nt for the 
year to 330 as compared with 370 
on Nov. 3. 1973. 


Ulshafer, 28, told police they 
were ordered into a restroom by 
the white gu nman, abou t 45. 
The gu nman emptied the cash 
register, then ordered Loder to 
tie up his cu stomers. Police said 
the gu nman then fired five shots, 
killing Loder and wou nding Miss 
Ulshafer in the shou lder. She 
was reported in good condition 
at a hospital. 


Ru th Coggins, a cab dis­ 
patcher, said a man, apparently 
Christensen, called her shortly 
after midnight and reported the 
robbery and shooting. She said 
the tavern has a direct phone 
line behind the bar to the cab 
firm. She said she immedately 
phoned the police. 
Perry said both witnesses 
reported they thou ght the gu n­ 
man fired two weapons, bu t an 
investigation showed he fired 
only one of two guns he carried 
to the restroom. 


Perry said the man entered 
the bar carrying a small two- 
barreled derringer, then took a 
.32 caliber revolver from behind 
the bar. The officer said the 
wounds in Loder’s body and in 
Miss Ulshafer’s shou lder were 
from the revolver, as were two 
shots fired that missed the three. 
Mrs. Donna Wachter, manger 
of the Du gou t, said she does not 
think the slayer knew the three 
persons.

Lincoln East football coach Lee Zentic, 


whose team today returns to the No. 1 perch in 
the Sunday Journal and Star Class A ratings, 
always has been known as a rugged competitor. 


He fit that description as a Ugh school and 


college player and CUBS the same distinction 
from fellow coaches across the state. 


Last September 21 after East had handled 


Hastings, 1W, Hastings coach Norm Sheets 
looked across Lincoln's Seacrest Field. 


"Our coaching staff'wanted to beat that guy 


over there more than anyone else in the world,"

tic's first football team failed to win a game and 
the schedule included Alliance, a school 
struggling just to maintain Class A status. 


Zentic continued his developmental 


program and started to see more positive results 
in IMf. Frojin then on, East has been among the 
stale's most prominent prep football teams. 


For five consecutive years, the Spartans 


landed a top 10 rating. They were seventh in 
1969, fifth in 1970 and captured the state cham- 
pionship in 1971. 


They followed that effort with another state 


title, snaring it with Lincoln Northeast in 1972. 
Last year, East finished seventh in the Class A 
ratings. 


Although Zentic's most notable coaching 


achievements have been at East, he also 
produced some outstanding results prior to his 
Capital City assignment. 


He coached at Shenandoah (la.) from 1964- 


66 before moving to East. He tutored former 
Nebraska quarterback Van Brownson there and 
his teams lost only once in three years. 


His. first coaching stop was Tecumseh 


where he served as both head football and 
basketball coach from 1960-63. 


He guided all four of his Tecumseh basket- 


ball teams into the state tournament. 


Zentic excelled in basketball as well as foot- 


ball in a highly distinguished prep athletic 
career at Rock Island, 111. He was a second team 
Chicago Daily News all-stater as a fullback and 
linebacker before going on to start in the offen- 
sive line at Nebraska. 


But he also was an all-city, all-Metro and 


all-conference forward in basketball at Rock 
Island. 


East basketball coach Paul Forcfa main- 


tains that the 36-year-old Zentic still plays "one 
of the meanest games of basketball around. You 
can tell he was a competitor." 


Zentic has transferred that same com- 


petitiveness into his athletes. And it's made the 
Spartans winners instead of losers.

an attractive, intelligent Democrat of impec- 
cable moral standards, Hess Dyas. Dyas, a 
former state chairman of his party, un- 
dobutedly is one of the finest candidates ever 
fielded by the Democrats in Nebraska. 


Dyas' attributes, in fact, may be con- 


tributing to some mistaken notions of his 
expected impact on national affairs should he 
be elected. Many a courageous young man has 
dashed off for Washington on his white horse, 
never to be heard of again. 


Dyas may well be endowed with extraor- 


dinary talents and with the desire to use these 
attributes to right the obvious wrongs that

exist in our national society and federal 
government. But he would be among the most 
junior members of a 435-member body whose 
unwieldy operation is geared essentially to 
seniority, acceptance and experience, 


Thone, too, has special talents and 


dedication for public service. He also has four 
years of indoctrination into the system; he has 
total familiarity with the intricate workings of 
Congress; he has designated seniority in the 
House pecking order, he has a high degree of 
acceptance by his congressional colleagues. 


As The Journal sees it, Thone has another 


distinct asset. He is well in tune with the 
cacophony of political voices raised in the 
complex First District — embracing, as it 
does, city problems and farm problems; 
laborer, university professor, fanner, small 
town merchant; liberal, conservative. 


Nothing anyone could say or do would 


find unanimous favor with such a divergent 
constituency, naturally. But Thone has done 
remarkably well, it seems, in at least keeping 
on speaking terms with all segments of the 
district and in representing their dominant 
concerns. 


He has done this, in large part, by being 


his own man in Congress, answerable neither 
to his party leaders nor his party's President 
nor his party associates in the Nebraska con- 
gressional delegation. 


Thone is well suited for meeting the new 


problems and living with the new ethics of the 
latter 1970s — but without abandoning a 
proven record of service and effectiveness 
from the early part of the decade. The Journal 
heartily recommends Thone for reelection to 
Congress. 


THONE WORKS 
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East Returns As Class A's No. 1 Team

Lincoln East football coach Lee Zentic, 
whose team today returns to the No. 1 perch in 
the Sunday Journal and Star Class A ratings, 
always has been known as a rugged competitor. 


He fit that description as a high school and 
college player and earns the same distinction 
from fellow coaches across the state. 


Last September 21 after East had handled 
Hastings, 16-6, Hastings coach Norm Sheets 
looked across Lincoln’s Seacrest Field. 
“Our coaching staff wanted to beat that guy 
over there more than anyone else in the world,” 
Sheets proclaimed as he pointed towards Zentic. 


Why, he was asked. “ Because he’s the best 
high school football coach in this state,” Sheets 


replied as he chawed on his usual post-game 
tobacco. 


Zentic has built East into a perennial state­ 
wide prep power, starting completely from 
scratch a relatively short eight years ago. 


When East opened its doors in 1967, Zen- 
tic’s first football team failed to win a game and 
the schedule included Alliance, a school 
struggling just to maintain Class A status. 


Zentic continued his developmental 
program and started to see more positive results 
in 1968. From then on. East has l^en among the 
state’s most prominent prep football teams. 


For five consecutive years, the Spartans 
landed a top 10 rating. They were seventh in 
1969, fifth in 1970 and captured the state cham­ 
pionship in 1971. 


They followed that effort with another state 
title, sharing it with Lincoln Northeast in 1972. 
Last year. East finished seventh in the Class A 
ratings. 


Although Zentic’s most notable coaching 
achievements have been at East, he also 
produced some outstanding results prior to his 
Capital City assignment. 


He coached at Shenandoah (la.) from 1964- 
66 before moving to East. He tutored former 
Nebraska quarterback Van Brownson there and 
his teams lost only once in three years. 


His first coaching stop was Tecumseh 
where he served as both head football and 
basHetball coach from 1960-63. 


He guided all four of his Tecumseh basket­ 
ball teams into the state tournament. 


Zentic excelled in basketball as well as foot­ 
ball in a highly distinguished prep athletic 
career at Rock Island, 111. He was a second team 
Chicago Daily News all-stater as a fullback and 
linebacker before going on to start in the offen­ 
sive line at Nebraska. 


But he also was an all-city, all-I'Jletro and 
Jll-conference forward in basketball at Rock 
Island. 


East basketball coach Paul Forch main­ 
tains that the 36-year-old Zentic still plays “one 
of the meanest games of basketball around. You 
can tell he was a competitor.” 


Zentic has transferred that same com­ 
petitiveness into his athletes. And it’s made the 
Spartans winners instead of losers.

Omaha — The Nebraska State 
Racing Commission begins its 
annual two-day fall meetings 
here Monday morning at the 
New Tower Hotel Courts faced 
with assigning dates for the 1975 
horse racing season 


The Commission of chairman 
Harry Farnham of Omaha, vice- 
chairman Ken Jenkins of Grand 
Island and Duane Fudge of New­ 
man Grove will hear represen­ 
tatives of the five Nebraska 
tracks on Tuesday morning. 


It is believed that the Commis­ 
sion will approve a 1975 season 
with only minor deviations from 
this year's 177-day campaign. 
State Fairgrounds general 
manager Henry Brandt will ap­ 
ply for 30 days from July 8 
through Aug. 16. This year’s Lin­ 
coln season contained 26 days 
from July 16 through Aug. 17. 


Ak-Sar-Ben in Omaha, the 
state’s largest operation, will 
apply for a 56-day season—one 
more than this year’s season. 
The extra day, if the Commis­ 
sion approves, would occur on 
the Tuesday during the week of 
Memorial Day. That was a dark 
day this year. 


Grand Island’s Fonner Park 
will apply for an identical 40-day 
season next year with Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday racing the 


first three weekends and five- 
day-a-week racing thereafter un­ 
til the meet closes on April 26. 
Fonner Park assistant general 
manager Hugh Miner said 
Fonner plans to hold nine races 
each day next season. In 
previous ‘years, the only 
Nebraska track to hold nine 
races each day was Ak-Sar-Ben. 


“ The basic reason we’ve 
decided to hold nine is that it 
eliminates the confusion of 
whether there are eight on 
weekdays, but nine on the first 
three weekends. Now it will be 
uniform.” 


Among topics slated for Mon­ 
day discussion are changes in the 
badges for all licensed per­ 
sonnel. a progress report on the 
motor office, an evaluation of 
the first year of making public 
Phenylbutazone treatments, a 
talk on the University of 
Arizona’s collegiate curriculum 
on race track management and 
plans for reprinting the 
Nebraska rule book of racing in

b y trading home run champion 
Hank Aaron to the Milwaukee 
Brewers. 
The trade, made Saturday, 
gives the Braves Dave May, a 33- 
year-old outfielder who had an 
off season this past year but who 
hit .303 with 25 home runs and 93 
runs batted in in 1973, and a 
“prospect" to be named later. 
That’s a big plus for the 
Braves, since the 40-year-old 
Aaron, who was getting $200,000 
a year, did not plan to play for 
Atlanta next season under any 
circumstances. 
The trade was no surprise. 
Aaron, who earlier said he would 
retire at the end of last season, 
said a month ago that he was 
considering playing in the 
American League in 1975 and 
that if he did he wanted to play 
in Milwaukee. 
Aaron had considered taking a 
front office job with the Braves 
but was disappointed when all 
he was offered was a public 
relations post. It has been 
reported that the Milwaukee 
Brewers may make him their 
general 
manager when he 
quits playing. 
Aaron, holder of 31 major 
league records including his 733 
home runs, said in Tokyo 
Saturday that he does “not want 
to be relegated to a designated 
hitter. 
“ I will have to talk with 
(Brewers manager and former 
teammate Del) Crandall.” said 
Aaron. “I will probably phone 
him when I get to Honolulu...I 
want to play on the field so I can 
make a full contribution to the 
team.” 
Aaron is spending five days in 
Japan. He went there Friday for 
a home run contest with 
Japanese home run king 
Sadaharu Oh. He won the 
contest Saturday, 10-9 
‘‘I do not know how many 
home runs I can hit next season 
and I'm not thinking about it 
now,” said Aaron.

It was a pretty good weekend 
for the nation’s Top Ten college 
football teams but the bottom 
dropped out for most of the Se­ 
cond Ten.

19 Temple fell to Cincinnati 22- 
20. The five perfects are Ohio 
State, Oklahoma, Michigan,

Besides Auburn, the only oth­ 
er non-winning Top Ten team 
was sixth-ranked Southern Cali­ 
fornia, which was held to a 15-15 
tie by California.

for a program of the Northeast 
Opportunities Center Workshop. 
It is a former livery bam rented 
under a 10-year, $75,000 lease at 
a monthly rate of |625, Mrs. 
Batchelder said.

Witnesses said he then puJkd a 
gun and threatened one of the 
booth's occupants, Govit 
Chianthanachinda, 28, of 
Hollywood. 


Chianthanachinda jumped 


from the booth and ran towards 
the front of the restaurant, 
drawing a pistol, Cooke said. 


He said at least 10 shots were 


exchanged 
before 


Chianthanachinda slumped to 
the floor, fatally wounded. 


Also killed in the exchange 


were Punsak Sosothinkul, 32, 
and Daowson Dilakevilas, 11, 
both of Los Angeles. 


A Thai woman, Wacharapon 


Kunthara, whose age and ad- 
dress were not immediately 
available, was wounded. She was 
in critical condition in a 
Hollywood hospital.
